Gun Ban Rejected 

Supreme Court strikes down D.C. law in affirming the right to own guns

WASHINGTON I Silent on central questions of 
gun control for two centuries, the Supreme 
Court found its voice Thursday in a decision 
affirming the right to have guns for self- 
defense in the home and addressing a con- 
stitutional riddle almost as old as the repub- 
lic over what it means to say the people may 
keep and bear arms. 

The court’s 5-4 ruling struck down 
the District of Columbia’s ban on hand- 
guns and imperiled similar prohibitions 
in other cities, Chicago and San Francisco 
among them. Federal 
gun restrictions, how- 
ever, were expected to 
remain largely intact. 

The court had not 
conclusively interpreted 
the Second Amendment 
since its ratification in 
1791. The amendment 
reads: “A well regulated 
militia, being necessary to 
the security of a free state, 
the right of the people to 
keep and bear arms, shall 
not be infringed.” 

The basic issue for the justices was 
whether the amendment protects an 
individual’s right to own guns no matter 
what, or whether that right is somehow tied 
to service in a state militia, a once -vital, 
now-archaic grouping of citizens. That’s 
been the heart of the gun control debate 
for decades. 

The answer: Writing for the majority, 
Justice Antonin Scalia said that an indi- 
vidual right to bear arms exists and is sup- 
ported by “the historical narrative” both 
before and after the Second Amendment 
was adopted, mark sherman (ap)

McCain lauds courts 
decision on gun ban; 
Obama straddles issue 

WASHINGTON I John McCain on 
Thursday welcomed a Supreme 
Court decision invalidating the 
District’s handgun ban. Barack 
Obama sought to straddle the sub- 
ject by saying he 
favors an individ- 
ual’s right to bear 
firearms as well 
as a government’s 
right to regulate 
them. 

McCain her- 
alded the justices’ 
action as “a landmark victory for 
Second Amendment freedom.”

answer the question of individual 
versus collective rights.

Writing for the majority, Jus- 
tice Antonin Scalia said nothing 
in the ruling should “cast doubt 
on long-standing prohibitions on 
the possession of firearms by fel- 
ons or the mentally ill, or laws for- 
bidding the carrying of firearms in 
sensitive places such as schools and 
government buildings.” 

Gun rights advocates praised the 
decision. “I consider this the open- 
ing salvo in a step-by-step process 
of providing relief for law-abiding 
Americans everywhere that have 
been deprived of this freedom,” said 
Wayne LaPierre, executive vice pres- 
ident of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion.

Test: Mars’ Soil Is 
Similar to Earth’s 


HEARSAY 



Scientist says nothing 
about the planets dirt 
appears to be toxic 

LOS ANGELES I The Phoenix land- 
er’s first taste test of soil near Mars’ 
north pole reveals a briny environ- 
ment similar to what can be found 
in backyards on Earth, scientists 
said Thursday. 

The finding raises hope that the 
Martian arctic plains could have 
conditions favorable for primitive 
life. Phoenix landed a month ago 
to study the habitability of Mars’ 
northern latitudes. 

“There’s nothing about it that 
would preclude life. In fact, it 
seems very friendly,” mission scien- 
tist Samuel Kounaves said. “There’s 
nothing about it that’s toxic.” 

Phoenix so far has not detected 
organic carbon considered an essen- 


tial building block of life. 

The latest experiment was 
designed to test for minerals that 
do not have carbon in them. Like a 
chemist, the spacecraft mixed the 
soil with water brought from Earth 
into a beaker the size of a teacup 
and stirred it. 

Preliminary results showed 
the soil had a pH between 8 and 9, 
researchers said. A pH less than 7 
means the solution is acidic, while 
a pH over 7 means it is alkaline. 
Phoenix also detected the presence 
of magnesium, sodium, potassium 
and chloride in the mixture. 

“It’s very typical of the soil here 
on Earth, minus the organics,” Kou- 
naves said. 

On Earth, asparagus, green 
beans and turnips could be planted 
in such an environment and chemi- 
cal-loving bacteria would thrive 
there, he said, alicia chang (ap)

Study: Plants Heading for the Hills

Climate change seems 
to be pushing species 
toward higher ground 

WASHINGTON! Faced with global 
warming, plants are heading for 
the hills. 

A study of 171 forest species in 
Western Europe shows that most of 
them are shifting their favored loca- 
tions to higher, cooler spots. 

For the first time, research 
can show the “fingerprints of cli- 
mate change” in the distribution 
of plants by altitude, and not only 
in sensitive ecosystems, said Jon- 
athan Lenoir of AgroParisTech in 
Nancy, France. 

His team found “a significant 
upward shift of species’ optimum 
elevation, the altitude where species 
are the most likely to be found over 


their whole elevation range.” 

Indeed, comparing the distri- 
bution of species between 1905 


and 1985 with their distribution 
between 1986 and 2005 showed a 
shift upward of 95 feet per decade, 


researchers led by Lenoir report in 
Friday’s edition of the journal Sci- 
ence. 

Unlike animals, of course, plants 
can’t just pick up and move in search 
of a better home. 

But plant species do move, as 
seeds that are spread tend to grow 
better in one place than another — 
in this case, at higher elevations in 
preference over lower ones. 

Quickest to relocate, not sur- 
prisingly, were plants such as herbs, 
ferns and mosses with shorter life 
spans and faster reproduction 
cycles, the researchers said. Not 
so fleet were large woody plants 
that reproduce more slowly. 

In fact, long-lived plants like 
trees that reproduce slowly are 
more threatened by climate change 
because they can’t quickly relocate, 
Lenoir said.

Bush Eases Sanctions vs. N. Korea 


President plans to take 
communist nation 
off terrorism blacklist 

President Bush relaxed trade sanc- 
tions against North Korea and 
moved to take it off the U.S. ter- 
rorism blacklist on Thursday, but he 
remained skeptical about whether 
the communist regime would ulti- 
mately give up its nuclear weapons 
programs. 

Six years after branding North 
Korea a part of his “axis of evil,” 
Bush offered mostly symbolic con- 
cessions in exchange for Kim Jong 
Il’s decision to hand over a long- 
awaited accounting of its nuclear 


bomb -making abilities. 

“If they don’t fulfill their prom- 
ises, more restrictions will be placed 
on them,” Bush declared, just a few 
hours after North Korea handed 
over 60 pages of documentation 
about its nuclear past to Chinese 
officials in Beijing. 

What the North Koreans 
declared about their plutonium 
work and nuclear programs dat- 


ing to 1986 was a slimmed down 
version of what the Bush admin- 
istration initially sought. And the 
regime coughed up nothing about its 
stockpile of nuclear weapons, sus- 
pected uranium enrichment pro- 
gram or its alleged role in helping 
Syria build a reactor. 

Still, Bush said he was pleased, 
calling the declaration a positive 
step in negotiations with a fickle 


regime that have been stop-and-go 
for years. Bush emphasized that he 
was keenly aware that Pyongyang 
had lied about its nuclear capabili- 
ties before. 

To demonstrate that it is seri- 
ous about forgoing its nuclear weap- 
ons, North Korea is planning the 
destruction Friday of a 65 -foot-tall 
cooling tower at its main nuclear

Militants Strain Hamas-lsraeli Truce

Zimbabwe runoff vote 
to occur despite foreign 
calls for postponement 

HARARE, ZIMBABWE I Zimbabwean 
President Robert Mugabe said he is 
open to talks with the opposition, 
which is boycotting Friday’s runoff 
because its leader says state -spon- 
sored violence has made it impos- 
sible to take part. 

World leaders have dismissed 
the runoff as a sham, and Nigeria 
became the latest African nation to 
call for its postponement, but offi- 
cials say the election will go ahead 
with opposition leader Morgan 
Tsvangirai’s name on the ballot. 
Tsvangirai predicted that people 
could be forced to vote. 

“There could be a massive turn- 
out, not because of the will of the 
people, but because of the role of the 
military and ... traditionally people 
being forced to the polls,” Tsvangirai 
said in a Thursday interview with 
British Broadcasting Corp. 

Mugabe had shown little inter- 
est in talks, and his government had 
scoffed at the Movement for Demo- 
cratic Change’s call Wednesday to 
form a transitional authority. 


Cold War operation 
likely saved city from

B E R L I N | Germany marked the 60th 
anniversary of the start of the Ber- 
lin Airlift on Thursday, celebrating 
an undertaking that likely saved the 
city from falling to the Soviets and 
helped mend German-American 
wounds from World War II. 

Often called the first battle of the 
Cold War, the airlift pitted the Unit- 
ed States and the Soviets against one 
another for the first time and set the 
tone for the decades to come. 

The airlift’s significance wasn’t 
immediately apparent, however, 
when it began on June 26, 1948. 

The future looked “bleak” to 
Berliners at the time, said Helmut 
Trotnow, director of Berlin’s Allied

BAGHDAD I A suicide bomber 
attacked a meeting of pro -govern- 
ment Sunni sheiks west of Baghdad 
on Thursday, killing at least 23 peo- 
ple, including three U.S. Marines. 
At least 18 more people died in a 
car bombing in Mosul. 

Both attacks happened in Sunni 
Arab areas where al- Qaeda in Iraq 
has been active. They appeared to 
be part of a campaign by both Sunni 
and Shiite extremists to undermine 
U.S. efforts to shore up local admin- 
istrations and boost the security 
gains achieved since last year. 

The target of the Mosul blast 
appeared to be the provincial gov- 
ernor, who was near the explosion 
but escaped injury. 

The U.S. military announced 
that al- Qaeda’s top leader in Mosul, 
known by his nickname Abu Khalaf, 
was killed in a raid two days earlier. 
U.S. officials say Mosul is the last 
major Iraqi city where al- Qaeda 
has a significant presence.

Fenty Dismayed by Gun Ban Ruling 


D.C. mayor, MPD will 
take 21 days to revise 
gun registration laws 

D.C. Mayor Adrian M. Fenty 
expressed disappointment Thurs- 
day with the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sion striking down the city’s gun 
law, warning that, “More hand- 
guns will lead to more handgun 
violence.” 

At a news conference two hours 
after the court overturned the city’s 
ban on handguns, Fenty said he 
viewed Thursday’s ruling as nar- 
rowly tailored to guns in the home 
and not on the street, emphasiz- 
ing that the city can still bar hand- 
guns from being carried outside of 
the home. 

The District now must cre- 
ate new regulations detailing the 
process for registering handguns, 
which the Supreme Court said can 
be kept in homes for self-defense. 
The city has regulations already on 
the books, which have been largely 
moot because of the gun ban, but 
those rules likely will be updated 
and revised, officials said. 

Fenty said the city’s police 
department will take 21 days to 
develop the requirements for regis- 
tering a handgun in the District. 

The challenge to the ban was

filed in 2003 on 
behalf of six Dis- 
trict residents, 
one of whom 
was deemed to 
have legal stand- 
ing. That plaintiff 
is Dick A. Heller, 
a security guard 
who lives on Capitol Hill. Outside 
the courthouse, Heller said he 
planned to seek his permit “very 
soon.” 

Alan Gura, the lead attor- 
ney for the plaintiffs on the case, 
said the question now becomes 
which types of restrictions can 
be imposed without crossing the 
line into unreasonable limits. 

“It’s a great day for the city of 
Washington and for all law-abid- 
ing Americans. ... The court today 
did its duty by striking down leg- 
islation that interfered with indi- 
vidual liberties,” Gura said. “That’s 
why we have a Supreme Court.”

Metro Board Approves 
$I.9B Transit Budget 


The Metro board of directors 
Thursday approved a $1.9 billion 
budget that includes $21 million 
in service and security improve- 
ments for the subway and bus sys- 
tems, and the paratransit service 
for people with disabilities. 

The budget for the fiscal year 
that begins Tuesday includes 
$1.3 billion for operating expenses 
and $527 million for capital spend- 
ing. The operating budget includes 
money for 28 new police officers 
for plainclothes and special event 
operations, such as Fourth of July 
celebrations, marathons and sports 
events. 


The spending plan also includes 
$3 million to add more buses to 
heavily used routes. 

In addition, Metro will contin- 
ue to extend Yellow Line service to 
Fort Totten during off-peak peri- 
ods and run Red Line trains dur- 
ing off-peak hours to the end of 
the line at Shady Grove. 

MetroAccess, the paratran- 
sit service, which has experi- 
enced a 16 percent growth in 
ridership, will receive up to 100 
more vehicles and will switch 
from curb-to-curb to door-to- 
door service beginning Sunday.

NEWYORKIA barrage of bad news, 
including a new record high for oil, 
sent Wall Street plunging Thursday, 
hurtling the Dow Jones industrials 
down nearly 360 points to their low- 
est level in nearly two years. 

Oil’s surge past $140 per bar- 
rel was just one of the day’s worri- 
some developments. Warnings about 
the key financial, automotive and 
high-tech industries added up to 
an increasingly troubled economy. 

The Dow closed at its low of the 
day, down 358.41, or 3.03 percent, 
to 11,453.42, its lowest finish since 
Sept. 11, 2006, while all the major 
indexes lost about 3 percent. 

Analysts’ negative comments 
on General Motors Corp. drove 
shares of the largest U.S. automaker 
to their lowest level in more than 
30 years, while Citigroup Inc. fell 
sharply after an analyst placed a 
“sell” rating on the stock and warned 


investors to expect less from the bro- 
kerage sector in an uneasy econom- 
ic climate. Disappointing outlooks 
from technology bellwethers Ora- 
cle Corp. and BlackBerry maker 


Research In Motion Ltd. further 
soured investors’ moods . 

The gloom was compounded by 
an unnerving forecast about oil pric- 
es that raised the specter of higher 


inflation and even more damage to 
the economy.

IN TRAVEL I It is a terrain of surpass- 
ing beauty: gently rolling, bathed 
in emerald, covered by an ominous 
mist. It is morning. A gentle breeze 
tries, and fails, to cut the humid- 
ity. With each step, I inch closer to 
the rumbling giant, my heart rac- 
ing as I wind my way through dense 
underbrush.

fall. In past years, Masters win- 
ners have received about $18,000 
in prize money, not to mention a 
green jacket.

U N l T E D I It’s hard to be hotter than 
D.C. United’s Luciano Emilio, who 
has left his indifferent start in the 
dust with seven goals in his past 
five games. 

And yet that still likely wouldn’t 
be enough to guarantee a starting 
spot for the Los Angeles Galaxy, who 
have lived up to the hype and come 
into Sunday afternoon’s showdown 
at RFK Stadium boasting MLS’ two 
leading scorers and its most pro- 
lific offense. 

In addition to U.S. national team 
star Landon Donovan (11 goals in 
10 games) and the resurgent Edson 
Buddie (nine in 10), the West-lead- 
ing Galaxy (6-4-3) features a David 
Beckham who, this season, has been 


just as good as advertised. 

Now healthy after an inaugural 
MLS campaign that was plagued 
by injury, the English icon has been 
at his active and incisive best. He 
has four goals and six assists, and 
still can turn any possession into a 
scoring opportunity with his accu- 
rate and timely passes. 

“It’s a potent offense, and they’re 


going to come at you in different 
ways. It’s going to take our best 
effort to keep them out of the net,” 
D.C. defender Devon McTavish said. 
“We have to limit Beckham’s service 
out wide. We have to limit his space 
out there. He’s a world-class player. 
He always finds a way. 

“And in terms of Donovan and 
Buddie, they’re different players, 


but they’re about finding the back 
of the net for him.” 

The challenge will be a stiff one 
for a United defense that has been 
the league’s worst. Integrating a 
new goalkeeper (Zach Wells, who 
has struggled) and two new start- 
ers has proven difficult, as D.C. 
(6-7-1) has yielded the most goals 
in MLS (25) and is the only team 
yet to post a shutout. But United 
has won three straight, thanks to 
its improving offense, and fighting 
fire with fire maybe D.C.’s best hope 
on Sunday. 

“I think the key will be to keep the 
ball,” United’s Clyde Simms said. “We 
do that and it’s going to be a tough 
one. You waste a lot more energy 
defending than attacking, so if we 
keep the ball and make them run 
around a little bit, make their attack- 
ing options a little tired, then I think 
we can do well.” brian straus

Europe’s perennial

EURO 2008 I Please don’t tell Spain it 
has been made an odds-on choice to 
win the European Championship. 

The Spaniards scored three sec- 
ond-half goals Thursday to beat Rus- 
sia 3-0 and reach the final for the 
first time in 24 years, giving the team 
a chance to shed its status as one of 
soccer’s biggest underachievers. 

“For many years we haven’t won 
anything, while Germany is always 
up there fighting for the titles,” said 
Xavi Hernandez, who scored Spain’s 
first goal. “So, I would say Germany 
is the favorite.” 

Dani Guiza and David Silva 
also scored to give the Spaniards 
a shot at their second European 
title on Sunday in Vienna. Spain,

which won the 1964 European 
tournament, ended its run of five 
quarterfinal defeats by beating 
Italy in a penalty shootout Sun- 
day. It solidified its title aspira- 


tions with a penetrating passing 
attack on a slick surface in pour- 
ing rain against Russia. 

“It was difficult, especially the 
first half. I think it was an extraor- 


dinary second half,” Spain coach 
Luis Aragones said. “That’s what we 
wanted, to be in the final. But there’s 
an adversary called Germany; that 
is going to be interesting.” 

The Spaniards and Germans 
have not played a competitive 
match since a 1-1 draw in the 1994 
World Cup. Overall, Germany has 
won eight of 19 meetings, with 
Spain taking five and six draws. 
In competitive games, it is 4-1-2 
for Germany. 

Germany beat Turkey 3-2 on 
Wednesday night and is seeking 
a record fourth Euro title. 

“This team is already making 
history, but we can do even more,” 
striker Fernando Torres said. “We’re 
proud of reaching the final, and 
against Germany on top of it all, 
which is a great rival.” 

Spain will face Germany without 
striker David Villa, who was injured 
while taking a free kick in the first 
half. Villa, the tournament’s leading 
scorer with four goals was replaced 
by Cesc Fabregas in the 34th min- 
ute.

homeless WORLD CUP I Maurice 
King has been homeless — living and 
working at the Community Center 
for Nonviolence in downtown Wash- 
ington — since a nasty divorce forced 
him out on the street in 2003. 

A technical writer by trade, 
King, 56, hadn’t played soccer 
since high school. But when a co- 
worker told him about D.C.’s street 
soccer team and asked him to play, 
he couldn’t say no. 

“I said to him, I’m not going to 
pass up the challenge,”’ said King. 
“So, I gave it my all and went out 
for the team.”

Si lent Wonder 


In ‘WALL-E,’ a little 
robot brings humanity 
back to the universe 

FILM I Within the rumbling, stum- 
bling hunk of junk that is WALL-E 
beats the sweetest, warmest heart — 
a robotic representation of human- 
ity’s highest potential. 

And within the sci-fi adventure 
“WALL-E” lies an artistic truth: that 


Pixar’s track record remains impec- 
cable. This is the Disney computer 
animation arm’s boldest experiment 
yet. “WALL-E” is essentially a silent 
film in which the two main charac- 
ters, a mismatched pair of robots, 
communicate through bleeps and 
blips, and maybe three words 
between them. 

And yet director Andrew Stan- 
ton (“Finding Nemo”) is resourceful 
enough to find infinite ways for them 


to express themselves — amusingly 
and achingly, and with emotional 
precision. He’s also created, with 
the help of a team of animators, a 
visual marvel. Not that this is in any 
way surprising from a Pixar flick, 
but, still, it’s worth noting. 

Ben Burtt, who created R2-D2’s 
signature sound effects in the “Star 
Wars” movies, provides the “voice” of 
WALL-E, or Waste Allocation Load 
Lifter Earth- Class. Seven hundred 


years after Earth was abandoned, 
leaving the planet looking like a 
post- apocalyptic Tomorrowland, 
WALL-E is still doing the job he 
was programmed to do: pick up all 
the trash he sees around him and 
compress it into tidy packages. 

But he’s a romantic at heart with 
an eye for nostalgia, sifting through 
garbage for items like bowling pins, 
a Rubik’s Cube, an iPod, a spork. 
He’s an odd, lovely combination: He 
carries himself like a little old man 
but has the innocence and wonder- 
ment of a child. It’s only upon the 
arrival of the sleek, shiny Eve (voiced 
by Elissa Knight), a robot sent back 
on a search mission, that he real- 
izes how lonely he’s been. 

Meanwhile, somewhere in the 
universe, the remaining humans are 
lolling about in a giant flying cruise 
ship. Thanks to the big, evil corpora- 
tion that runs the place (and ruined 
Earth), every convenience is available 
at their chubby fingertips — we as a 
people have gotten fatter and lazier 
in the future, it seems. And the possi- 
bility of useless consumption is over- 
powering and ever-present. 

So, maybe it’s more than a little 
hypocritical for a movie that’s being 
distributed by a worldwide enter- 
tainment conglomerate to condemn 
needless spending. 

You could busy your brain with 
such complex thoughts. You’re 
more likely, though, to walk out 
of the theater with the rare joy of 
knowing that you’ve just witnessed 
something that touched your r 
heart, christy lemire (ap)

and the star is Angelina Jolie. No, 
it is not a documentary. 

It is, in fact, a super- stylized, 
wildly outlandish action flick that 
will pick you up, throw you around, 
drop you back down on the ground 
and leave you begging for more.

“Wanted” follows the unlikely 
transformation of Wesley Gib- 
son (James McAvoy) from mis- 
erable cubicle dweller to master 
assassin.

□ FRIDAY 

June’s been a pretty great month 
for fans of ambient/electronic/ 
European/neo-shoegaze. (Hands 
up, everyone!) A few weeks ago, 
M83 brought his shimmer sound- 
scapes to the Black Cat, and tonight 
German electro -shoegazer Ulrich 
Schnauss is going to bliss out 
the Velvet Lounge. There might 
be an occasional moment of big 
rock bombast, but mostly you can 
expect things to be nicely chilled. 
You’ll want to get to this one early, 
for a couple of reasons. First, this 
could be one of those rare Velvet 
Lounge sellouts and there’s no 
way to get advance tickets. But 
the opening acts are plenty worth 
seeing. Local band Screen Vinyl 
Image is one of the harshest, nois- 
est bands in D.C. right now. The 
racket it creates makes the Jesus 
and Mary Chain’s “Psychocandy” 
sound light and fluffy. After that 
band, Auburn Lull will seem even 
more serene and pristine by com- 
parison. 

It’s taken less than three years 
for technological advances in the D J 
world to turn spinning vinyl into a 
rare and even odd sight. Memories 
are so short that vinyl-only jocks are 
now seen as these romantic practi- 
tioners of an exotic art, even though 
the average clubgoer probably didn’t 
notice the transition from vinyl to 
CDs. It wasn’t until MP3 systems 
took over that folks started wonder- 
ing why every DJ looked like he was 
checking his e-mail. And as long 
as they were dancing, they prob- 
ably didn’t and do not care. Even 
though the analog way is finally 
dying the death that the industry 
tried to force 10 years ago, spin- 
ning vinyl will always look cooler 
than running tunes from a laptop. 
But from the audience’s vantage 
point, it’s hard to note any other 
benefits. Most people can’t tell the 
difference in sound from an MP3 or 
a record, although the professionals 
can. And, most importantly, digi- 
tal systems have finally developed 
to the point where all of the tactile 
mixing techniques of vinyl are pos-

sible. The ideological battle wages 
on, though. Lee Burridge and Scott 
Henry will be rocking a four-hour 
tag-team set of all vinyl tonight at 
Five to try to shut down the debate.

The whole old-band-performs-clas- 
sic-album-in-its-entirety trend is 
just about the most unpunk thing 
we can think of, but at least this lat- 
est example leads to the best head- 
lining act/opening act synergy we’ve 
seen in quite a while. The main 
draw at the Black Cat tonight will 
be venerable post-punk trio Mis- 
sion of Burma performing its 19 82 
album “Vs.” That album closes with 
“That’s How I Escaped My Certain 
Fate,” two of the most exhilarating 
minutes in the past few decades of 
music. As for the opening act, it’s 
none other than Versus! We com- 
mend you, Black Cat booking staff. 
Not just for being clever, but for 
getting Versus to play a rare show. 
The longtime Teenbeat mainstays 
haven’t been heard from too much 
lately, but besides the obvious nomi- 
nal reasons, their soft/loud, slight- 
ly angular indie rock is a good fit 
opening for MoB.

If you’ve never seen Tiesto live, 
you should experience it at least 
once — the vibe in the room will 
make the doubters understand why 
Tiesto deserves the Grammy nom- 
inations and the “No. 1 DJ in the 
World” ranking from music mag- 
azines. He’s simply the best in the 
world at what he does. Ibiza’s thun- 
derous sound system makes it the 
perfect venue for this 18 -and- over 
show.

THE LOVE GURU (PG-13, 88 minutes) 
Mike Myers is anti-comedy if one pre- 
sumes comedy ought to be smart, new, 
surprising or, yes, funny. In guru Pitka, 
half-swami, half-con man, he hasn’t 
cooked upacharacternearlyasmemo- 
rableas Dr. Evil, Linda Richman or Shrek 
(his best creation). He laughsat hisown 
jokes far morethan anyone in the audi- 
ence ever will. The results are a wheezy, 
tired attemptto milk more laughs out of 
the ’60s, by doing exactly what “Austin 
Powers” did: collect cultural referenc- 
es from the period, run them through 


a wringer of self-satisfaction and — 
presto, change-o — cultural satire.

Some worry that pop 
culture makes having 
a baby look too cool 

News that 17 girls at a Massachu- 
setts high school became pregnant 
this year is raising questions about 
whether pregnancy has become 
something alluring to teens. 

Many teen pregnancies still 
take place against a backdrop of 
economic distress or a search for 
love, experts say. 

But counselors are also now 
concerned about a combination 
of factors that may make it easier 
for teens to become sexually active 
without fully understanding the 
potential consequences: Glamour 
shots of pregnant celebs are featured 
in magazines and on TV alongside 
increasingly sexualized fashions and 
images of younger girls. 

While there have always been 
celebrity parents, today’s teen girls 
absorb coverage of their favorite 
actresses and singers voracious- 
ly in magazines like Us Weekly. 
Front and center in those maga- 
zines: babies and their fashion- 
able mamas. 

Barely a week goes by without 


some kind of celebrity baby coverage 
— speculation about “baby bumps,” 
and of course, loving pictures of the 
babies themselves, often with their 
perfectly styled moms. 

Carol Weston, who writes an 
advice column for Girls’ Life mag- 
azine, says the glamorous images 
of pregnant celebrities can inspire 
young girls to become mothers. 

Kimberly Hughes, a 16 -year- old 
from Glen Rock, N. J., who reads Us 
Weekly, People and CosmoGIRL!, 
agrees. Baby pictures in particular 
send a certain message, she says. 
“It’s, like, ‘Look at what you can do if 
you have a baby. Look at these cool 



perks you get out of it.’” 

Magazine editors say celebrity 
pregnancy has always been news. 

“People has been covering and 
celebrating celebrity babies for over 
34 years,” the magazine said in a 
statement. “Our readers have come 
to expect these kinds of intimate 
family moments in the pages of the 
magazine, and we plan to continue 
to deliver this inside access.”

pregnancy suggest ■ 
the U.S. is not tak- 
ing pregnancy seriously enough, 
says Bill Albert, spokesman for the 
National Campaign to Prevent Teen 
and Unplanned Pregnancy. 

“To me, it just seems like another 
choice in life,” he says. “Like, ‘What 
color clothes am I going to wear on 
Friday? What movie am I going to 
go to? Should I have a baby?”’ 

If the problem is pop culture, per- 



haps part of the answer is, too. A new 
NBC reality series, “The Baby Bor- 
rowers,” features five couples, ages 
18 to 20, tasked with taking care of 
babies, toddlers, pre-teens, teens 
and senior citizens. The National 
Campaign to Prevent Teen and 
Unplanned Pregnancy worked 
with NBC on the show. 

Most teens are certainly not 
longing to have babies, says Nadine 
Kaslow, a professor who teach- 
es at Emory University School of 
Medicine. 

“Parents and schools really need 
to be open in talking about all sorts 
of topics, including premarital sex, 
having babies and contraception,” 
says Kaslow. megan k. scott (ap)

I live in the District 
and want to buy a 
handgun (legally). 
How do I do it? 

You don’t — yet. 
It will likely be some months 
before the District government 
passes a new regulatory scheme 
— licensing at the least and per- 


haps more — and probably longer 
before rules for gun shops are pro- 
mulgated and shops actually open. 
Expect some incredibly wild zon- 
ing battles ahead. Can you imagine 
how folks in, say, Cleveland Park or 
Tenleytown will react when some- 
one comes along wanting to open a 
gun shop on Connecticut or Wis- 
consin avenues? 

Is there any connection between 
today’s Supreme Court decision 
and the ban on shirtless guys at the 
Nationals ballpark? I mean, at least 
without a shirt it would be tougher 
to conceal a handgun. 

That could be a factor in the D.C. 
Council’s deliberations — perhaps 
they’ll grudgingly legalize hand- 


guns and then require that any- 
one who carries one may not wear 
anything else. Would do wonders 
for tourism. 

The answer to how the District 
needs to respond to the gun ruling 
is, obviously, more road blockades! 

There maybe a serious side to your 
question. It is possible that the D.C. 
government — very much egged on 
by the feds — will seek to establish 
gun-free zones in the city such as, 
for example, the Federal Triangle, 
or an extended Capitol campus.

Greek food and wine put the opa in summer parties 



For immortal beings, the Greek 
gods sure loved earthly, gourmet 
pleasures. Dionysus, lord of the 
grapes, constantly swilled wine. 
Persephone, goddess of the harvest, 
munched a pomegranate that got 
her banished to the underworld. 

The Greeks’ nearly mythologi- 
cal passion for food and drink also 
means serving Hellenic specialties 
makes for one heck of a summer 
party. “Really, in Greece, entertain- 
ing is spontaneous — you say, 'Come 
over tonight,’ and put out appetizers 
or some lamb,” says Reston social 
worker Maria Roberts, 46, a Greek 
American who dishes up souvlaki, 
pastitio (meat/macaroni casserole) 
and other fare at her bashes. 


Greece, like many Mediterranean 
countries, also tends to be big on 
small plates. A mezze (array of appe- 
tizers) at an Athens taverna might 
include spinach pies (spankopitas), 
tiny meatballs and maybe even some 
grilled squid, all of which could also 
star at your next buffet. 

“In the U.S., you put out French 
onion dip and salsa at a party,” says 
Mike Isabella, chef at Penn Quarter’s 
Greek-Turkish hot spot Zaytinya 
(701 9th St. NW; 202-638-0800). 
“In Greece, it’s stuffed grape leaves 
and olives. It’s the same snacking 
mentality, but it’s been going on for 
centuries there.” 

Isabella is one of several U.S. 
chefs trafficking in what you might 


call New Wave Greek: dishes and 
drinks that spin Hellenic stan- 
dards (zucchini, phyllo, lamb, kas- 
seri cheese) in innovative ways. At 
Zaytinya, ideas worth imitating 
range from crab cakes in garlic 
yogurt sauce to baklava, the age- 
old honey/phyllo pastry, zipped up 
with peanut butter (see recipe). In 
New York, the Greek-meets-West 
fare at Anthos (raw hamachi with 
chickpeas, feta risotto) scored the 
restaurant a Michelin star. 

To whip up your own Greek 
bash, Embassy of Greece press atta- 

© Hot summers and dry, often vol- 
canic soil give Greek wines ($13- 
$20, Aphrodite Imports) earthy appeal. 
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entertaining I les 


che Athanasios Sloros recommends 
snagging recipes at Gourmet.gr. 
In “Regional Greek Cooking” 
($25, Hippocrene), Catherine and 
Dean Karayanis detail easy dishes 
such as taramasalata (caviar dip) 
and mussels with feta. Catherine 
Karayanis also likes “throwing hal- 
loumi cheese, which is like mozza- 
rella, on the grill.” Buy it, as well as 
frozen spinach pies, cabbage rolls 
and other quickie aps, at Aphrodite 
Imports (5886 Leesburg Pike, Falls 
Church; 703-931-5055). 

What to pour with islandy 
snacks? Greek wines, like crisp 
whites from Santorini or reds from 
Crete, sold at Aphrodite or Total 
Wine. You could also try ouzo, the 
anise -flavored liquor gulped by 
Zorba the Greek. “It’s summery and 
refreshing,” says Athens -born res- 
taurateur Kostas Daskalakis, who 
serves it on ice at his Burke pub, 
Hopsfrog Grille (5745 Burke Centre 
Parkway; 703-239-9324). 

Isabella infuses ouzo with water- 
melon in summer and apple in the 
fall. In her book, Karayanis suggests 
ouzo cocktails like the Iliad (ama- 
retto, ouzo, strawberry puree). But 
sip slowly: Ouzo is strong enough 
to knock Hercules out of his san- 
dals. Still, if the libation encourag- 
es guests to linger and chat, then 
you’ve truly captured the Greek vibe. 
“Drink ouzo when you have plenty of 
time to kill,” says Daskalakis. “Kick 
back and relax, and the world goes

Condo developers 
are mixing pretty 
with practical in 
smart new ways 

When Venessa Mendenhall, 28, 
was looking for a condo in the 
District, location and price were 
her two driving factors. The con- 
sultant for nonprofits wanted to be 
in Adams Morgan or Dupont Circle, 
but she soon found she didn’t have 
a lot to choose from there when it 
came to new construction. 

Then, she discovered her even- 


tual home in the West Olmstead 
Condominiums at Harvard and 
18th streets NW, in a turn-of-the- 
20th-century brownstone that 
had recently been converted into 
five condos. 

By snagging one of those units 
last December, Mendenhall got his- 
toric charm along with the modern 
design elements most condo buyers 
are looking for these days. Her appli- 
ances? Stainless steel, of course. 
Counters? Zodiaq quartz. And the 
floors? A light pine hardwood. 

A wealth of storage space was also 
a big selling point for Mendenhall. 
Because the brownstone is built into

a hill, Mendenhall has stairs that 
lead from her entry down to her one- 
bedroom condo. Under those stairs, 
the developer smartly incorporated a 
long walk-in closet and other storage 
space. “It’s a small unit, but the lay- 
out is good,” says Mendenhall. “And 
they were really creative about using 
every nook and cranny.” 

Mendenhall isn’t alone in appre- 
ciating high style and smart design. 
Condo developers know that, besides 
a good location and a good price, 
many buyers like her want the big- 
gest decor bang for their buck, espe- 
cially in the current marketplace. 

“Right now, price is definitely 
king, and developers really have to 
be competitive on price point, or it’s 
difficult for them,” says Ken Johnson, 
CEO ofDCRealEstate.com, which 
handles marketing and sales for a 
number of condo projects in the 
area. “But if condo developers put 
enough design into it, I think strong 
elements can overcome pricing. But 
they really need to focus on some-

Michelle Giannini, senior vice presi- 
dent of sales and marketing at PN 
Hoffman, a D.C.-based developer 
whose current projects include the 
Warehouses at Union Row and the 
Alta at Thomas Circle. “They like 
the idea of being flexible with their 
floor plans and using their environ- 
ment the way they want.” 

That was the case for Leigh and 
Tom Mayrhofer, who moved into a 
condo at the Ventana development in

thing innovative and fresh, some- 
thing that’s going to make people 
feel sexy about their homes. That’s 
why the biggest trend were seeing 
now is pure design.” 

Gone are the days when condos 
were divided into individual rooms 
with distinct purposes. Who needs a 
dining room if dinner usually means 
takeout in front of the TiVo? How 
can you throw killer parties if your 
living room is completely cut off from 
your kitchen? Buyers want to decide 
how they occupy their space, so open 
or loft-style floor plans have become 
almost the norm in new condo con- 
struction. 

“People like options,” says 


Penn Quarter in 2006. “I didn’t want 
to live in a dark place with lots of 
small rooms, “ says Leigh Mayrhofer, 
a 33 -year- old assistant principal at 
a public school. “I wanted an open 
feeling to the main living space, yet 
I also wanted bedrooms that could 
be closed off for privacy.” 

Elements like moveable walls, 
freestanding kitchen islands and 
outdoor terraces or balconies fur- 
ther increase flexibility and add to 
overall living space. “We’ve even seen 
drawers built into loft spaces, mak- 
ing sure that no space is wasted,” 
says Johnson. 

When it comes to kitchens, stain- 
less-steel appliances and granite 


countertops used to be something 
of a luxury, upscale touches meant to 
wow prospective buyers. Now, they’re 
something of a given. “Granite and 
stainless are pretty common, I have 
to say,” says Niki K. Piersall, vice 
president of McWilliams/Ballard, a 
local sales and marketing firm that 
specializes in multi-family housing. 
“You find it a lot nowadays. It used 
to be more of a novelty, but now it’s 
pretty commonplace.” 

That doesn’t mean that buyers 
have soured on the materials, or that 
developers have stopped using them. 
But it does mean that the search is 
on for the next big things, and for 
surfaces and features that are both 
pretty and planet-friendly. So, expect 
to see more counters made from Sile- 
stone, CaesarStone (natural quartz 
products), concrete, stainless steel 
and even recycled glass or plastic. 

In new construction, most appli- 
ances boast the Energy Star rating 
(indicating their energy efficiency), 
and, like furniture, aim to maxi- 
mize space. Cabinetry with Euro- 
pean-style flat fronts has come into 
fashion, done in either a traditional 
wood grain or a bright- colored lac- 
quer. In some cases, developers or 
homeowners are installing panels 
on appliances to match the cabi- 
nets or to give them a more custom

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erator panels that were sort of an 
antique bronze; it was a really great 
look,” says Piersall. “We’re seeing a lot 
of copper coming into play, so I think 
people are really starting to experi- 
ment with color, hence the lacquer 
finishes on cabinet doors and that 
kind of thing. I think color is really 
going to start to come back.” 

Wall-to-wall carpeting remains 
something of a no-no, at least in a 
condo’s main living spaces. There, 
wood or tile flooring ranks high on 
buyers’ wish lists. The Mayrhofers 
even chose to have hardwood floors

throughout their condo, rather than 
stick with the carpeting that origi- 
nally came standard on the stairs 
and second floor. 

PN Hoffman uses Spanish porce- 
lain tiles in some of its spaces, while 
Bogdan Builders, the developers of 
condo properties like Logan Station 
and Belmont Vista, tends to opt for 
hardwood floors. “I’m seeing a lot of 
condo units going to dark finished 
floors; that seems to be the current 
trend now,” says Steve Gerber, vice 
president of production for Bogdan 
Builders. “And that’s not necessarily 
a dark walnut or mahogany wood 
material, but the actual floor is 
stained or darkened.” 

In bathrooms, glass plays a major 
role, whether it’s in frameless show- 
er doors or tiles used for everything 
from accents to walls to shower sur- 
rounds. Glass also takes center stage 
in many condo building facades as 
both a design element and a way to 
allow as much natural light into 
units as possible. 

That kind of respect for the out- 
side world also shows up in the many 
“green” elements in condo construc- 
tion these days, whether it’s low-V OC 
(volatile organic compounds) paint 
on the walls, energy-efficient cooling 
and heating systems, or green roofs. 
PN Hoffman’s Alta at Thomas Circle 
project was the first new residential 
building in D.C. to be LEED-certified 
by the U.S. Green Building Council, a

Furnishings that do double or even tri- 
ple duty can help to ensure that a sleek 
new pad functions as well as it looks. 
“Furniture for small spaces should do 
multiple things in the room and be ver- 
satile,” says Pottery Barn spokeswom- 
an Lauren Nelson. “It should serve 
as storage and also be aesthetically 
pleasing.” 

VASTU (1829 I4TH STREET NW, 202-234- 
8344) , afurniture storethat also offers 
interior design services, sells plenty of 
practical space-savers. Elite’s plat- 
form Bachelor Storage Bed (pictured 
above) with six storage drawers under- 
neath ($2,635) is one of the shop’s big- 
gest sellers. “Most people give up the 
footprint of their bed in terms of stor- 
age,” says Jason Claire, the co-owner 
of Vastu. “This is a new approach, 
and it’s been very successful. [The 
bed] offers more storage than a typi- 
cal standing dresser.” 

Vastu also sells a variety of furniture 
cubes and ottomans with built-in stor- 
age. Rectangle-and cube-shaped stor- 
age ottomans by Steven Anthony (from 
$246), for instance, come in hundreds of 
different fabrics and leathers. You can 


usethem to seat guests as well as store 
blankets or photo albums. 

In addition, Vastu’s custom uphol- 
stered pieces can be designed to fitthe 
exact dimensions of a space. “There 
are a lot of odd floor plans and unique 
shapes being built outthere, related to 
thefactthat D.C. isagrid plansuperim- 
posed on diagonal streets,” Claire says. 
“Our custom line lets us build, tothe inch, 
pieces that maximize space and seat- 
ing capacity.” 

POTTERY BARN’S SMALL SPACES col- 
lection also has no-nonsense space- 
stretching pieces for every room. Items 
rangefrom apartment-sized sofastothe 
circular Shayne kitchen table (from $699), 
which boasts two storage shelves tucked 
between its legsforeasy accessto plates, 
napkins or cookbooks. 

Another way to free up space is 
to move belongings off bookshelves 
and countertops and onto the walls. 
Pottery Barn’s Nelson recommends 
installing shelves on the walls of 
your kitchen, dining room, study or 
bedroom. “You can put up shelving 
to store plates and wine glasses,” 
Nelson suggests. “It can be artful to

certification indicating high-perfor- 
mance sustainability that other prop- 
erties are striving for as well. 

“Buyers are looking for green 
properties and, in some cases, 
they’re willing to pay a little more 
either in terms of the cost or in 
fees if they feel like they’re doing 
something good for the Earth,” 
says Elizabeth Blakeslee, National 
Association of Realtors Region III 
vice president. “Not every buyer, but 
definitely some.” 

“Green construction is becoming 
more common, with more developers 
going toward LEED certification,” 
says Johnson. “There are a couple of 
projects in D.C. shooting for that, but 
it’s still only a handful. Office build- 
ings leapt ahead [when it came to 
LEED certification]. Condos haven’t 
caught up, but I think they will, and 
it will become something that’s just 
expected. But if they’re going to be 
green, they have to be practical for 
purchasers and stylish, too.”

Style and convenience also rate 
high when it comes to condo ame- 
nities and common areas. Resi- 
dential lounges in PN Hoffman 
properties include kitchen areas, 
flat-screen TVs, fireplaces, and Wi- 
Fi hot spots. Many Bogdan Build- 
ers properties feature video entry 
phones and closed- circuit cameras 
for increased security. 

“We’re seeing enhanced services 
in condo buildings, which are sort of 
borrowing from boutique hotels and 
focusing on concierge -level servic- 
es,” says Piersall. “And those services 
could range from getting restaurant 
reservations to planning vacations 
and everything in between.” 

What Piersall hasn’t been seeing 
a lot of recently? Corian countertops, 
top-mount sinks and brass fixtures. 
“But as with everything, these trends 
are sort of cyclical,” she says. “So, 
what’s old can be new again.”

over your life. “I’m not one of those 
people who lives and breathes bird- 
ing,” insists Dave Davis, 63, a for- 
mer EPA water quality management 
employee, who lives in a townhouse- 
style condo in Arlington. “I have a 
life.” And so, too, can you, if you 
start small and manageable. 

One feeder should be more than 
enough to get started, especially 
considering the unique challenges 
of a small space in an urban envi- 
ronment. Cramped quarters mean 
you don’t have room for too many 
gewgaws, and if you’ve never tried 
balcony birding, you’ll want to fig- 
ure out whether your neighborhood 
is home to cute wrens, pretty hum- 
mingbirds or just pigeons. 

Speaking of pigeons, they’re not 
the only feathered friends you can 
make in D.C. In May, for exam- 
ple, more than 36 species of war- 
bler (small, perching songbirds) 
passed through the city on their 
annual migration. More than 300 
species of birds make their homes 
in or wing through Washington and 
its environs. 

Yet even when condos overlook 
Rock Creek Park or have wide, green 
common areas, cheepers and tweet- 
ers sometimes need a little encour- 
agement to visit. 

Enter the pros. Both the Audu- 
bon Society and the National 
Wildlife Federation are interest- 
ed in nurturing nature in the city, 
one backyard or balcony at a time. 
Each organization offers a do-it- 
yourself program that’ll teach you 
how to make your space more crit- 
ter-friendly. And anyone with an 
interest can apply for official recog- 
nition (and a nice certificate) from 
the groups for their efforts. 

Audubon asks that hopefuls 
pledge to reduce pesticide use and 
conserve water, among other things; 
the NWF has a six-step plan requir- 
ing nature lovers to provide food, 
water, shelter, and so on. You can 
even play from a high-rise: “The way 
to [bird-watch] on a balcony is to 
have plants double” their function, 
explains Roxane Paul of the NWF. 
This means putting out a potted 
bush or a tree to provide food and 
act as a nesting site, for example. It 
might also mean planting flowers 
to feed shelter birds. 

The programs are basically self- 
serve and operate on the honor sys- 
tem; just log on to the Web sites

(Nwf.org/backyard/certify.cfm and 
Audobonathome.org/pledge), read 
the instructions, make any neces- 
sary changes to your balcony, and 
sign on the dotted line. Audubon’s 
program is free. The NWF costs $15, 
but you’ll get a certificate for your 
troubles, plus bragging rights. 

The NWF program — “Certified 
Wildlife Habitats” — isn’t restricted 
to individuals, either. Jim Hurley, a 
resident of The Arlington, got the 
entire condo complex certified as 
a nature hot spot after he single- 
handedly cleaned up a “trashy area” 
behind his condo and planted bird- 
friendly shrubs. He reports seeing 
robins, gray catbirds and a Swain - 
son’s thrush in the new habitat. 

Hurley estimates his four-year 
project has cost him more than 
$3,000. He’s solicited help from 
The Arlington’s association, but 
they “basically don’t care,” he says. 
“The condo association has provided 
no support for the project.” 

Therein lies the problem for 
many condo owners. Lack of 
attention to nature projects from 
an association is usually the best a 
bird lover can hope for. Many asso- 
ciations prohibit hanging anything 
— i.e. feeders or birdhouses — from 
balconies. Some go further. “We 
don’t have any formal rule regard- 
ing bird feeders,” says Shirlington 
Village’s owner’s association presi- 
dent, Ray Warren. But “we strongly 
discourage them. We are already 
plagued by droppings from the gulls 
who feast on the trash receptacles 
associated with the many restau- 
rants in the village. I am sure that 
bird feeders would exacerbate the 
problem.” (Warren adds: “We [Shir- 
lington Village] are a very nature - 
loving group.”) 

Still, Warren has a point: Tubes 
of seeds hung close to the ground can 
attract rodents, and even if they’re 
higher up, you may not attract 
the kinds of birds you want. 

“European starlings are tough,” 
says Charles Studholme, owner of 
One Good Tern (1710 Fern St., Alex- 
andria; 703-820-8376), a store for 
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Audubon Society member Mary Pfaffko bird-watches atthe National Arboretum. 


nature lovers in Alexandria. “They 
can eat everything, and will.” Star- 
lings, a non-native breed widely 
considered pests, have grown to a 
population of 200 million in North 
America from a single flock released 
a century ago by a mad scientist of 
sorts in Central Park. (Rumor has 
it that Eugene Schieffelin, a mem- 
ber of the Acclimation Society of 
North America, wanted to bring 
to America every species of bird 
mentioned in the works of Wil- 
liam Shakespeare.) 

Starlings “are adaptable and 
competitive and will out- compete 
the species you’re trying to get,” says 
Pfaffko. “They destroy habitat and 
jeopardize the food supply.” 

What to do if you’ve got flocks 
of undesirable creatures pestering 
you, ala Alfred Hitchcock’s “Birds”? 
Simple (and free) solutions include 
“banging on the window,” Hurley 
says, but a special feeder can also 
deter the pesky birds. Starlings 
“aren’t very acrobatic,” says Studhol- 


me, “so if you have [a feeder] where 
they have to cling to the side” the 
pesky birds will vanish. 

As for repelling mice and squir- 
rels, Studholme suggests using a

seed mixture of pre-shelled sun- 
flower, peanut or cracked corn. 

The rule really is to keep it sim- 
ple. “Don’t go out there and put up 
a whole bunch of stuff,” Studholme 
says. “If you put up a bird feeder, you 
have to keep it clean. You wash your 
silverware once in a while, don’t

The owner of D.C.’s 
Garden District 
offers advice for 
your houseplants 

Joe Carmack, owner of 14th Street’s 
perpetually leafy plant shop, Garden 
District (1801 14th St. NW; 202- 
797-900 5), always knew he had a 
greener thumb than most people. 
While his childhood buddies were 
at soccer practice, Carmack was 
working in his family’s garden in 
San Antonio, Texas — “and I loved 
it,” he says. As an adult, Carmack 
earned a graduate certificate in 
landscape design from George 
Washington University and then 
in 2002 started a business based 
on his passion for plants. In March,

almost five years after the debut of 
the first Garden District, he opened 
a second shop (1520 14th St. NW; 
202-797-9005) a few blocks south, 
this one solely dedicated to interior 
plants and accessories. 

We quizzed Carmack, 42, about 
his company’s growth spurt and 
picked up tips on everything from 
howto keep flora content in cramped 
quarters to why you should add 
more leaves to your indoor decor. 

KATIE ABERBACH (EXPRESS) 

What’s the biggest mistake people 
make with houseplants? 

Not knowing the conditions that 
the plant would like, particularly 
for a sun garden. You really need 
to know how much sun a plant 
would like. Over-watering can be 
a big issue, too. 

How important is it to find the right 
container for a plant? 

Very important, on two different 
levels. One is the care of the plant; 
you need to get a container that’s the 
right size for it. And then there’s the

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aesthetic part. There are so many 
different options that we have [at 
the Garden District], with pottery 
and different styles of pots. It’s a 
great way to introduce color. 

How can someone find the right size 
and shape of a pot? 

First of all, you don’t necessarily 
have to replant the pot in a con- 
tainer. You can just drop the pot 
that the plant comes in inside 
a [larger cache pot]. Then you 
don’t have to worry about water 
leaking and draining all over the 
place. The harder way is to get a 
pot with drainage and to make 
sure when you’re replanting [your 
plant] that the size of the pot is 
at least an inch to an inch and a 
half bigger than the pot size that 
it’s already in. 

I don’t repot anything. At my 
house, to tell you the truth, my 
plants stay in the same pots [they 
came in], and they’re happy. I just 
drop them in containers and I put 
a little moss [around the edges of 
the pots] to hide the [inner] con- 
tainers, and it’s just perfect. My 
plants love it. 

What’s a good first indoor plant for 
a novice? 

The spathiphyllum — the peace lily. 
It’s a good plant that doesn’t take a 
lot of care. It requires low light. The 
neat thing about it is that, if it dries 
out, it’ll come back to life within 
about an hour after you water it. It’s 
just amazing to see [laughs] . Like it 
never happened, you know? 

So, you get a second chance! 

You get a second chance with the 
spathiphyllum, definitely. You can 
think that it’s not going to live, and 
it comes back just perfect. 

How can plants enhance a condo’s 
atmosphere? 

They definitely [help] you grow 
fresh air. It filters the air. I think 
it makes the room more comfort- 
able and more soothing. It breaks 
up the harder lines and provides 
something that’s a little bit more 
organic-shaped. And there are so 
many different styles of plants to fit 
your needs, with different heights 
and different widths.

plants somewhere in the world. We 
use our balconies when the weath- 
er’s nice, so it’s a great time to bring 
out the plants and give them some 
fresh air and let them breathe — but 
only as long as they meet the same 
conditions as [indoors]. 

It’s all about the light. And you 
should definitely know that your 
plants are going to dry out a lot 
faster outside, so your watering 
conditions are going to change 
completely. 

Speaking of watering, I’m always 
concerned about over-watering or 
under-watering plants. How do I know 
whether I’m about to kill my fern? 

The tell-tale sign is definitely yel- 
low leaves. The leaves start turn- 
ing a really noticeable yellow. You 
don’t want that. You really want 
your plants to be able to drain. 
I like watering my plants once a 
week, and that’s it. 

Watering seems like something

that varies by plant, too. Can people 
seek watering counseling at Garden 
District? 

Absolutely. We try to give them as 
much information as possible on 
the plants so that they will be suc- 
cessful in caring for them. That’s 
really important, because we want 
you to be happy. And if you’re not 
happy, then it doesn’t work out for 
anybody. 

You’re originally from San Antonio. 

Is that where you got your start in 
gardening? 

Absolutely. My mother, my aunt and 
my grandmother were all sensation- 
al gardeners, and they all had their 
own style. It’s just something that 
I did all my life. 

Any other advice for people about 
gardening in general? 

People should just know what 
conditions their plant will sur- 
vive and thrive in. That’s the 
most important thing: knowl- 
edge. It’s about the right plants 
in the right place.

Reading books can be an unrivaled 
pleasure. Staring at them in piles 
around your home, not so much. 

Instead of storing those books 
spine -out, on a typical bookshelf, 
experts and designers recommend 
creative arrangements, re -imag- 
ined shelves and unconventional 
uses for bound volumes.

nization of books is a relatively 
recent innovation, as is the idea of 
a rectangular bookshelf. 

In the middle ages, books were 
rare and displayed cover out, 
Petroski said. As books became 
more available, the storage sys- 
tem changed. 

“It was the pressures of space 
that led to books’ being placed ver- 
tically,” Petroski said. 

Now, some designers are chal- 
lenging the tradition of an upright 
bookcase with surprising innova- 
tions, even building book shelving 
into a bathtub. 

“There seems to be a sudden 
spurt of creativity,” Alex Johnson, 
an English author who compiles a 
blog on bookshelves (Theblogont 
hebookshelf.blogspot.com), wrote 
in an e-mail. “Some of the designs 
featured on the blog are as much 
modern art and feats of engineer- 
ing as they are shelving.” 

Italian company Nobody &co 



designed a “Bibliochaise” chair 
that can also hold about 16 feet 
of books. The idea came from a 
designer living in a small apartment 
filled with books and nowhere to 
sit, says Alisee Matta, a copywriter 
for Nobody&co. 

“Sitting and living in the mid- 
dle of your favorite books is a very 
strong feeling: It’s like sitting in the 
middle of yourself, of your mind, 
every book you read becomes part 
of you and of who you are,” Matta 
wrote in an e-mail. 

Nobody&co also created the 
Piola bookcase, which uses a series 
of wooden prongs to hold and dis- 
play books. 

Leni Leth, owner of Book Decor 
— a California company that spe- 
cializes in refurbishing and selling 
leather-bound books — suggests 
forgetting the shelves and instead 
using books as risers for candles 
and lamps, on coffee tables and 
even in bathrooms. 

“Books can be like flower 
arrangements, but can last longer,” 
Leth says, annie flanzraich (ap)

For 13 years, modern architect 
Andrew Rollman lived in a tiny 
530 -square-foot condominium 
in Dupont Circle surrounded by 
his grandparents’ furniture: an 
Art Deco armoire, a 1950s Colo- 
nial-style dining table, a Danish 
modern dresser in French blue 
and a kitchen saltbox with a chicken 
painted on it. 

It just wasn’t him. 

Two years ago, his mother 
looked around the apartment and 
said, “You seem too settled for 
your age,” says Rollman, 45, who 
designs sleek law firms and sus- 
tainable high-rise buildings. “She 
basically gave me permission to let 
go of all the past.” 

That afternoon, he called a real 
estate agent about a one -bedroom 
unit with a den for sale in his build- 
ing. Before long, he was renovat- 
ing it and donating his heirlooms 


to charity. Today, Rollman, who 
grew up in Baltimore, lives in an 
airy space and is surrounded by 
white, from the polished marble 
floors to the modernist furniture 
classics by Harry Bertoia, Florence 
Knoll and Eero Saarinen.

Whereas his original condo was 
rooted in the past, his new home 
reflects the positive impact that 
good design can have. “The new 
place looks towards the future, and 
is a light and very positive space,” he 
says. “I feel it’s cutting-edge design. 
It’s exciting.” 

A vice president at SmithGroup, 
a national architectural firm, Roll- 
man drew on his experience in cre- 
ating high-profile downtown build- 
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ings and college dorm lounges when 
he executed his own makeover. 

He had moved into his original 
small unit in 1993. The brick condo 
building, off Massachusetts Avenue, 
had been designed by his firm in the 
late 1980s. He tolerated living on 
the building’s north side, with little 
sunlight, but eventually realized he 
craved more light, less stuff and a 
bigger place to have friends in for 
drinks or dinner. “As an architect, 
I wanted a bit of a showplace,” he 
says. “Being a single guy, I wanted 
to do some entertaining. I was tired 
of being a workaholic.” 

He donated the furniture he had 
inherited to Value Village and the 
Salvation Army, freeing himself to 
start fresh. 

His new 850 -square-foot home 
has a winning location. Walls of 
windows face the south and east, 
and there is a small, sunny balcony. 
Originally, the main living space 
was cut up, with an enclosed kitchen 
at one end and a den at the other; 
Rollman had walls removed to 
form one big, open living- dining- 



kitchen space. Then he created a 
cocoon of white. 

“I wanted to explore pure mod- 
ernism, and I only wanted to have 


the absolute minimum. That’s why 
I chose white marble and white 
paint,” he says. He put his kitch- 
en along one wall and installed 


custom high-gloss white cabi- 
nets. He installed a kitchen table 
instead of an island. His table hap- 
pens to be Saarinen’s Large Oval

Along one wall of the bedroom 
he added two storage closets with 
frosted-glass doors, separating them 
with shelving in high-gloss white. 
The two bathrooms got makeovers 
of pedestal sinks and subway tiles. 
After four months of renovation, 
he moved in and arranged his new 
minimalist furnishings. “I wanted to 
create a place with furniture float- 
ing,” he says. “I envisioned cocktail 
parties with people standing up and 
didn’t want any dead ends.” 

Sometimes even a purist needs a 
splash of color, but usually just one 
color at a time. Rollman makes sea-

sonal changes that punctuate the 
all-white canvas. He shops at plac- 
es like West Elm, Marshalls, T. J. 
Maxx and Ikea for pillows, vases 
and accessories, but not too many. 
He has added punches of char- 
treuse, red and light blue. As for 
art, he sometimes repaints the same 
24-by-24-inch stretched canvas 
with acrylic paint: “For $5, you can 
completely change your look.” 

His friends are charmed. “When 
people come in the door,” he says, 
“the first thing they typically say 
is, ‘Wow.’” Now, he has parties for 
40. Friends stop by on their way 
to restaurants or clubs in the area. 
“At my place, it feels like we are in 
a cool bar in Dupont Circle,” he 
says. “I look forward to coming 
back myself when I’ve been away. 
Instead of dreading the end of a 
vacation, I know I’m returning to 
my super- cool space.” 

He has no regrets. “It’s not that

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The urban living 
guru behind the 
Apartment Therapy 
blog offers advice 

For 15 years, Maxwell Gillingham- 
Ryan lived in a 2 65 -square -foot 
apartment in New York City. Last 
year, with his wife and 1-year- old, 
he upgraded to a “really huge” two- 
bedroom. It’s 725 square feet. 

But a new small-space challenge 
is nothing to a guy who has made 
a living out of helping to trans- 
form the homes of clients, regard- 
less of the size of their space. Gill- 
ingham-Ryan is the founder of 
ApartmentTherapy.com, a well- 
known design blog. 

This spring, Gillingham-Ryan 
launched a D.C. Apartment Ther- 


apy blog. The postings appear on 
the New York site, but Gillingham- 
Ryan hopes to give D.C. its own site 


by the end of the summer. 

He’s also written his second 
book, “Apartment Therapy Presents : 


Real Homes, Real People, Hundreds 
of Real Design Solutions” (Chroni- 
cle Books, $27.50), which compiles 
three years of the site’s House Tours 
(virtual visits to readers’ homes). 

We chatted with Gillingham- 
Ryan about the new book and 
small-space living, terri sapienza

How does your book differ from 
other design books? 

It differs from a conventional 
coffee-table book because it has 
resources, and the owners or rent- 
ers have achieved the look them- 
selves. Real-people solutions are 
more powerful than glossy inte- 
rior-decorator solutions because 
you can relate to them. 

What are the most important 
things to consider when living in a 


small space? 

Clutter. Most clutter is generated 
the moment you walk through the 
door with your bag, cell phone, 
mail, shoes, coats, keys. To handle 
this, create a landing strip: When 
you come home, everything gets 
parked as close to the front door 
as possible. 

What are common mistakes people 
make in small spaces? 

The most common things I see are: 
a) people trying to pack too much in 
and b) not realizing how the sense of 
size can easily be manipulated with 
a few interior design tricks. 

Many people consider their home 
small when they’ve moved from a 
bigger home or if they’ve added a 
partner or a child to the equation. 
In these cases, it never helps to try 
to fit in everything. Space needs to 
breathe: It needs to be open and airy 
in order to feel good and comfort- 
able. Paring down and simplifying 
are essential. ... Don’t think of it as 
punishment; think of it as the cre- 
ation of new opportunities.
